IRECRACKERS spluttering on 


the streets, cannons booming 
from hill to hill, flags waving, 
oratory bubbling up in evevy 


public hall and picnic ground, the great 
American people wildly, tumuliuously 
lively—this Is Independence day as we 
understand it. 
Different, lio-.v differ- 


ent, was the first Independence day, 
July 4, 1776, in the hushed city of 
Philadelphia, when a group of grave 
men sat in the square, somber room 
of the old statehouso on Chestnut 
street and listened to the reaciing of a 
document as momentous as it was 
brief. .Alter much serious talk they 
rose one by one and affixed 
their 


names to -the paper while 'the little, 
urchin 
waiting 
without 
clambered 


panting to the bell tower overhead 
shouting: "Ring! 
Grandfather, ring!" 


Then the awed people without, recog- 
nizing this signal, stood 
about in 


thoughtful, groups, for liberty was an 
untried venture, and they braved a 
perilous thing—the wrath of a power- 
ful king. 


The first Independence day was one 


of anxiety and prayer. Even the'au- 
thor of the daring declaration' a slim 
young man of thirty-three, with a 
florid complexion, sandy hair and gray 
eyes, whose name stands third in the 
list of Virginia's signers, may have had 
his own qualilis/knowri Oiiiy, pt course; 
to the one woman in the world, a little 
tawny eyed matron In. stately white 
pillared .mansion overlooking miles of 
picturesque Virginia scenery in Albc- 
marle county. 
And this woman was 


probably "the woman in the case," for 
she was the inspiration, the first and 
only Jove of Thomas Jefferson, the 
author of the declaration, a woman as 
intellectual as she was lovely. 
When 


he married her she was a widow, but 
a witlow of only twenty-three, without 
any incurribrances. and there is no 
doubt that the match was based on ro- 
mance. .When she died, after ten years 
of married life, her husband was in- 
consolable; but, unlike many incon- 
solable husbands, he never remarried. 


To know just how a man thinks"- It 


has be-n said one must know just how 
he lives, and to gratify this curiosity in 
regard to the mind that evolved the 
republic's charter of liberty a visit 
should be made to Charlottesvlllc, Va.. 
within a few miles of which Is located 
Montieello, the home of Thomas and 
Martha Skelton Jefferson. 
The trip 


from Washington by rail is out a short 
one. amounting to about 116 miles. 
Through the courtesy 6f the present 
owner of the place visitors are ad- 
mitted to the house and 
grounds, 


which are kept in the same condition 
as they were in Jefferson's days. A 
drive of four miles from Charlotles- 
vllle brings one to the lodge which Is 
at the entrance to the grounds. The 
house Is on the top of a hill, wliare It 
commands a. magnificent view. 
The 


name of the estate, Montieello (mean- 
Ing little mountain), wa's suggested by 
its elevation. The house stands on the 
very summit of the hill, half a mile 
from the lodge along a winding road. 
Trees line the drive, and the carriage 
must pass through a second gateway 
bordered by an .osage orange hedge 
before the house Itself .is reached. 
It 


is a low, rambling structure, not un- 
liko an Italian villa, the great portico 
with four white pillars being the most 
hnposing feature" of its architecture. 
"Uke so many or the old Virginia man- 
sions, It combines admirably both com- 
fort and elegance. 
It Is said . that 


Thomas Jefferson Jiimsclf,'who.was a 
most ingenious person, planned the 
house, supervised the building and at 
times did not disdain to lend a hand 
when a workman seemsd slow or lack- 
ing in proficiency. The present owner 
of the mansion is Mr. Jefferson M. 
Levy, whose uncle purchased it from 
James T. Barclay, who secured it from 
the Jefferson family when they sold it 
to pay the unfortunate ex-president's 
debts. 
For, .alas, the author of the 


Declaration of Independence was not 
thrifty. The wife of his youth, whose 
co-operation would have spared him 
many of the financial embarrassments 


o! later years, was taken from him I 
early. 
Their daughters were brought 


up by strangers, and the sober caution 
which such a wife might have taught 
him In, his business relations with 
others was sadly wanting in the sage 
of Montieello. So long as she lived 
she was his confident and adviser 
The daughter of John Wayios, 
a! 


wealthy lawyer who lived near Wli-1 
liamsburg and with whom Jefferson] 
had business relations, her education1 
was liberal for an age when house- ! 
wifely skill was accounted more crad-1 
liable to a woman than much learning.' 
She played on the harpsichord and 
sang beautifully. Jefferson himself was 
a fine performer on the violin, and their 
mutual taste for music may have first 
inspired "mutual 
interest. 
Jefferson 


was fond of boqks, and so was she. 
Before he met her he had begun build- 
ing llonticelio on the hill that had 
been a favorite boyhood haunt, three 
..miles from his birthplace, Shadwell. 
! Probably it soon occurred to him that 
the pretty widow would make an ex- 
cellent ornament for this home.

1772,

Kaingo explained that after years of 
service in his uncle's house, Renard had 
become complete master of the establish- 
ment, gaining ascendancy over the bank- 
er's wlfa to such a point that the keys 
to her money and jowel boxes were always 
in his possession. 
Continuing his revela- 


tion he then confessed that he. and Rcn- 
ord had had relations similar 
to those 


which the recent eo-called "Round Table" 
scandals In Germany. 


M. Remy often complained of Renard's 


growing domination in nls household but 


his wife, defended the butler. 
The- cli- 


max came the day before the assassin- 
ation when the banker discovered 'MS 
nephew and Renard together. 
He then 


Informed his wife that he would no longer 
endure the situation and that 
he In- 


tended to send his nephew to a disciplin- 
ary school and that he was going to dis- 
charge the butler. 
' 


High words followed this announce- 


ment; Madame Hemy refused to be- 
lieve the stories told her and finally, 
it seems, with her maid she left the 
house. 
That same night. Ualngo has 


declared, M. Remy and Renard quar- 
reled during dinner and Renard killed 
the banker by stabbing him 
-with a 


dessert knife. After killing the old man 
Hie butler arranged the house and din- 
ing room In such a manner as to give 
support to the theory that tha crime 
had been committed by burglars. 


Another arrest In the case is expect 
ed momentarily.

the names of the American and some 
other crews must be In the hands of 
the secretary of the Olympic associa- 
tion not later than June l. 


When shown the despatch from New 


Haven saying that the Harvard crew 
was to sail next week with the' idea 
of rowing here on July 28. the secre- 
tary of the British association said: 
heir entry and as the time expires June 


"I am afraid there Is some misappre- 


hension. We have not received their 
entry and as the time expired June 1, 
I am certain the association would not 
accent the entry should It come this 
late."

BOTH MURDERED 


Tribesmen Believed to 
Have Killed Americans 


MANILA, June 27—No further word 


has been received from H. D. Everett 
of the Philippine forest service 
and 


Theodore N. Wakeley, a school teacher, 
reported to have been killed by hill 
tribesmen on the island of Negros. 


Wakeley and 
Everett, 
with 
their 


servants and 
two 
native 
foresters, 


started from the town of Cabancalan, 
on the mountainous island of Negros, 
In the-early part of May, Intending to 
examine the coal deposits In tho hills 
about Mt. Tipaai. 
To do this they 


left the beaten trail across the island, 
and since their departure from Caban- 
calan nothing has been heard of them. 


Officials of tha town of Rals. on the 


same island, now report that the party 
was assailed in the hills by the wild 
tribesmen and murdered, and 
more- 


over, they claim to know the identity 
of the murderers. 


Beyond this statement they give no 


details of tho tragedy. 


Forester A. Hcarn of Manila 
has 


started for the scene of the ; murder, 
where he will Join forces with'the con- 
stabulary in going over the trail and 
adjacent country In the hope of finding 
the bodies of the murdered men and 
'racing down and arresting the mur- 
derers. 


The constabulary force on the island 


has already established camps along 
the trail to facilitate the search.

On June 1 the Lowell Workshop for 


the Blind was opened at 
9S Central 


street, and Lowell has the distinction 
of belns the first city selected by the 
.Massachusetts commission 
for 
the 


blind, In which to establish a work- 
shop to be used exclusively for 
the. 


employment of local Mind men. Rep- 
resentatives of the commission visited 
the city In May. to decide upon eligi- 
ble candidates for admission 
to 
the 


shop, and a suitable site. On June 1 
the shop was opened at 
DS Central 


street. 


How best to procure employment for 


needy and worthy blind men in their 
own communities, was the problem to 
be solved by those In charge of thi 
commission's employment bureau work. 
Obviously, the opening of a. shop in 
which trades suitable for the blind 
and the securing of the practical inter- 
est and patronage of the community 
were the two factors which would as- 
sure its solution. Chair-seating in its 
various branches, with mattress and 
cushion renovation and making, were 
chosen as the initial features of 
the 


workshop. 


Work has already been sent in to a 


degree sufficient to furnish employment 
to two or three men. Others are In 
line upon the waiting list, and their ad- 
mission to the shop as wage-earners 
now depends solely upon a more ex- 
tended patronage on the part of the 
citizens generally. 


Upon 
the success of the 
Lowell 


Workshop for the Blind, as above out- 
l:ned. depends, not only 
the perma- 


nency of the enterprise, and the em- 
ployment uf a larger force of workers 
but the Introduction a little later ol 
one or more other trades for blind ar- 
tisans. The first will probably be shoe 
cobbling, in preparation for which tha 
commission Is now furnishing instruc- 
tion in one of its industrial classes, to 
a Lowell blind man.

IRECRACKERS spluttering on 


the. streets, cannons booming 
from hill to hill, 'nags waving, 
oratory bubbling up In every 


public'hall and picnic ground, the great 
American people wildly, tumultuousiy 
lively—this Is Independence day as we 
understand it. 
Different, how differ- 


ent, 
was the first Independence day. 


July- 4, 1776, In the hushed city of 
Philadelphia, when a group of grave 
men-sat In the square, somber room 
of the old stale-house on Chestnut 
Btreet and listened to the reading of a 
document as momentous as It was 
brief. 
After mucli serious talk they 


rose one by one and affixed 
their 


names to the paper while the little 
urchin 
waiting 
without 
clambered 


panting to the bell tower overhead 
shouting: "Ring! Grandfather, ring!" 
Then the awed people without, recog- 
nizing this signal, stood about In 
thoughtful groups, for liberty was an 
untried venture, and. they braved a 
perilous thing—tiie -wrath of a power- 
ful king. 


The fjrs.t Independence day was one 


of anxiety and prayer.- Even the au- 
thor of the daring declaration, a slim 
young than of thirty-three, with a 
florid Goropifry^rtn^ "pridy Ii&ir jticl KTiiy 
eyes, whose name stands third in the 
list of Virginia's signers, may have had 
his ovin qualms, known only, of course, 
to the 'one woman In the worid, a. little 
tawny eyed matron In stately .white 
pillared mansion overlooking rriiUs of 
picturesque Virginia scenery in -Albe- 
marle county. And this wornan was 
probably "the woman in the case," for 
she was the'Inspiration, the first and 
only love of Thomas Jefferson, the 
author of the .declaration, a woman as 
Intellectual Its she -was lovely. When 
he married her she was a widow, but 
a widow 61 only twenty-three, without 
any incumbrances, and there Is no 
doubt that the match was based on ro- 
mance. When she died, after ten years 
of'married life, her husband, was in- 
consolable; but, unlike many incon- 
solable husbands, he never remarried. 


To know Just how a man thinks it 


Has been said one must know Just how 
he lives, and to gratify this curiosity in 
regard to the mind that evolved the 
republic's charter of liberty a visit 
should be made to Charlottesvllle, Va., 
within a few miles of which is located 
Slonticelto, the home of Thomas and 
Martha Skelton . Jefferson. 
The trip 


from Washington by rail Is but a short 
one, 
amounting to about 116 miles. 


Through the courtesy of the present 
owner of the place visitors are ad- 
mitted to the House and grounds, 
which are kept in the same condition 
as they were In Jefferson's days. A 
drive of four miles from Charlottes- 
vllle brings one to the lodge which is 
at the entrance to the grounds. The 
house Is on. the top of a hill, where it 
commands a magnificent view. 
The 


name of the estate. Montlcello (mean- 
ing little mountain), was suggested by 
Its elevation. The house stands on the 
very summit of the hill, half a mile 
from the lodge along a winding road. 
Trees line the drive> and the carriage 
must pass through a second gateway 
bordered by an osage orange hedge 
before the house itself js" reached.' It 
is a. low, rambling structure, .not un- 
like ah Italian villa, the great portico 
with lour white pillars being the most 
imposing feature of its architecture. 
Like so many of the old-Virginia man- 
sions, it combines admirably both com- 
fort and elegance. 
It U said that 


Thomas Jefferson himself, who was a 
most ingenious person, planned the 
honse, supervised the building and at 
limes did not disdain to lend a. hand 
when a workman seemed slow or lack- 
ing In proficiency; The present owner 
of the mansion is Mr. Jefferson M. 
Levy, whose uncle purchased It from 
James T. Barclay, who secured it from 
the Jefferson family When they sold it 
to pay tlie unfortunate ex-president's 
debts. For, alas, the author of the 
Declaration of Independence was not 
thrifty. The wife of his youth, whose 
co-operation would have spared him 
many of the financial embarrassments 


of later years, was taken from him 
early. 
Their.daughters were brought 


up by strangers, and the sober caution 
which such a wife might have taught 
him In his business relations with 
others was sadly wanting in the sago 
of Montlcello. So long as she lived 
she was his confident and adviser 
Th? daughter of John Wayles 
a 


wealthy lawyer who lived near Wll- 
llamsburg and with whom Jefferson 
had business relations, her education 
was liberal for an age when house- 
wifely skill was accounted more cred- 
itable to a woman than much learning. 
She played on the harpsichord and 
sang beautifully. Jefferson himself was 
a fine performer on the violin, and their 
mutual taste for music may have first 
inspired mutual Interest. 
Jefferson 


was fond of books, and so was she. 
Before he met her he had begun build- 
ing Montlcello on the hill that had 
been a favorit6 boyhood haunt, three 
miles from, his birthplace, Shadwell. 
Probably it soon occurred to him that 
the pretty widow would make an ex- 
cellent ornament for this home. 
At 


any rate, they were married Jan. 1, 
1772, and her first view of Montlcello 
was at the end of her brldaljouriiey, 
when it lay under a mantle of snow. 
The long ride from her home near Wil- 
liamsburg to the place in (he then wild 
and little -settled part of Albemafle 
county was made in a. storm, and they 
were compelled by its severity to ieave 
the coach and finish the Journey on 
horseback, arriving at their destination 
at night, when the servants had retir- 
ed to bed in their quarters and the 
dwelling was dark and cold and cheer- 
less. 
It was a discouraging home- 


coming for a bride, but the young 
couple In their quiet way made light of 
it and no doubt were up early In the 
morning, she anxious to get a better 
glimpse of this wonderful new man- 
sion and he anxious to show her Its 
many points of excellence.

It was in this house that this ad- 


mirable woman passed most of tha ten 


brief years of life with Jefferson. His

Though many a sprightly widow and 


many a lovely belle set hc-r cap for the 
distinguished widower In the White 
House, he never gav* a thought to any 
of them, though often he had need of 
woman's help in the executive mansion 
when his daughters. Mrs. Eppes and 
Mrs. Randolph, were unable to be with 
him. In 1801 Mrs. Eppes, whose constitu- 
tion was as frail as that of her mother, 
passed away, and Momicello was again 
without a mistress. When In 1809 her 
| father closed his presidential career 
and .returned gladly to his books and 
the memories of his beloved dead Mrs. 
Randolph and her family Joined the 
lonely old man in the mansion on the 
hill, and there, surrounded by

grandchildren and friends, he spent his

tion he then confessed that ho and Hen- 
ard had had relations similar 
to those 


which the recent fo-called "Round Table" 
scandals In Germany. 


M. Remy often complained of Renard'3 


growing domination In nls household but 


his wife defended Ihc butler. 
The cli 


max came tho day before the assassin- 
ation when the banker discovered his 
nephew and Renard together.

Informed his wife that ho would no longer 
endure the 
situation 
and 
that he In- 


tended to send his nephew to a disciplin- 
ary school and that he was goini; to dis- 
charse the butler. 


High words followed this announce- 


ment; Madame Remy refused to be- 
lieve the stories told her and finally 
it seems, with her maid she loft the 
house. 
That same night, Ralngo has 


declared, M, Remy and Renard quar- 
reled during dinner and Renard killed 
the banker by slabbing him with 
a 


dessert knife. After killing the old man 
i no butler arranged the house and din- 
ing room in such a manner as to give 
support to the theory that the crime 
had been committed by burglars

Obviously, the opening of a. shop in 
which trades suitable for the blind 
and the securing of the practical inter- 
est and patronage of the community 
were the two factors which would as- 
sure its solution. 
Chair-seating in its 


various branches, with mattress 
and 


cushion renovation and making, were 
chosen as ihe initial features of tha 
workshop. 


Work has already been sent in to a 


degree sufficient to furnish employment 
to two or three men. 
Others are in 


line upon the waiting list, and their ad- 
mission to the shop as wage-earners 
now depends solely upon a more ex- 
tended patronage on the part of the 
citizens generally.

July 4, 1176, In tho hushed city of 
Philadelphia, when a group of grave 
men sat In thn square, somber room 
of the old statehouse on Chestnut 
street.-and listened-to the reading of a 
document-- as- momentous as It was 
brief. 
After niuch serious talk they 


rose..one by one and affixed 
their 


names to the paper while the HttUi 
urchin Awaiting., without 
clambered 


panting to the bell tower overhead 
shouting: "Ring! Grandfather, ring!" 
Then the awed people without, recog- 
nizing this' signal, stood 
about in 


thoughtful groups, for liberty was an 
untried .venture,, and they braved a 
perilous thing—the wrath ol a power- 
ful king.

The first Independence day. was one 


o£ anxiety and prayed 
Even the a.U- 


ttor of the daring declaration, a slim 
young man. of. thirty-three, with a

eyes, whose name standslhfrd in the 
list of Virginia's signers, may have had 
his own'qualms, known only, of course, 
to the one'.woman In the world, a lithe 
tawny eyed matron iri stately white 
pillared mansion overlooking miles of 
picturesque Virginia scenery-In Albe- 
marle county. And/ this woman was 
probably "the woman in .the case," for 
she was the' Inspiration, the first and 
only love' of Thomas Jefferson, the 
author of the declaration,, a woman as 
intellectual- as she was lovely. When 
he married her she was a widow, but 
a widow of only twenty-three, without 
any: incumbrances, and there is no 
doubt that the match was based on ro- 
mance:' Wh«n she died, after ten years 
of, married'life, her husband was in- 
consolable.; but, unlike many incon- 
solable husbands, he never remarried. 


• To know just how a man thinks it 
has been said one must know just how 
he lives, and to gratify this curiosity fn 
regard to the mind that evolved the 
republic's charter o£ liberty a visit 
should be made to Charlottesville. Va., 
within a few miles of which is located 
Montlcello, the home o£ Thomas and 
Martha Skclton- Jefferson. 
The trip 


from Washington by rail Is but a short 
one, amounting to about 116 miles. 
Through the courtesy of tho present 
owner of the'place visitors are ad- 
mitted 
to the 
house and 
grounds, 


which are kept In the same condition 
as they were In Jefferson's days. 
A 


drive of four miles from Charloltes- 
vllle brings one to the lodge which Is 
at the entrance to the grounds. .The 
house is on the top of a hill, where it 
commands a magnificent view. 
The 


name of the estate. Montlcello (mean- 
ing little mountain), was suggested by 
its elevation. The house stands on the 
very summit of the hill, half a mile 
from tho lodge along a winding road. 
Trees line the drive, and the.carriage 
must pass through a second gateway 
bordered by an osage orange hedge 
before the house itself is reached. 
It 


is a low, rambling .structure,..not un- 
Jike an Italian villa, the1 great portico 
with four white pillars being the most 
Imposing feature of its architecture. 
Like so many of the old Virginia man- 
sions, It combines admirably both com- 
fort' and elegance'. 
It Is said that 


.Thomas Jefferson himself, who was a 
most ingenious person, planned the 
house, supervised the building and at 
times did not disdain to lend a hand 
when a workman seemjd slow or lack- 
Ing in proficiency. The present owner 
of tho mansion is Mr. Jefferson M. 
Levy, whose uncle purchased it from 
James T. Barclay, who secured it from 
the Jefferson family when they sold It 
to pay the unfortunate e.x-presldent's 
debts. 
For, alas, the author of the 


Declaration of Independence was not 
thrifty. The wife of his youth, whose 
co-operation would have spared him 
many of the financial embarrassments 


of later years, was taken from him 
early. 
Theie daughters were brought 


up by strangers, and the sober caution 
which such a wife might have taught 
him In his business relations with 
others was sadly wanting in the sage 
of Monticello. So long as she lived 
she was his confident and adviser 
The 
daughter 
of John 
Wayles 
a 


wealthy lawyer who lived near Wll- 
hamsburg and with whom Jefferson 
had business relations, her education 
was liberal for an ago when house- 
wifely skill was accounted more cred- 
itable to a. woman than much learning 
She played on the harpsichord and 
sang beautifully. Jefferson himself was 
a fine performer on the violin, and their 
mutual taste for music may have first 
inspired 
mutual interest. 
Jefferson 


was fond of books, and so was she 
Before he met her he had begun build- 
ing Monticello on the hill that had 
been a favorite boyhood haunt, three 
miles from his birthplace, Shadwell. 
Probably it soon occurred to.hlm that 
tho pretty widow would make an ex- 
cellent ornament for this home. • At 
any rate, 'they were married Jan. 1, 
1772, and .her flrst view, of Montlcello 
was at. the end of her bridal journey 
when it lay under a mantle of snow. 
The long ride from her. home near Wil- 
liamsburg to the plice'In the then wild 
and little settled part of Albemarle 
county was made in a storm, and they 
were compelled by its severity to leave 
the coach and finish the journey on 
horseback, arriving at their destination 
at night, when the servatfts had retir- 
ed to bed in their quarters and tho 
dwelling was dark and cold and cheer- 
less. 
It was a discouraging home- 


coming for a bride, but the young 
couple in their quiet way made light of 
it and no doubt were up early in the 
morning, she anxious to get a better 
glimpse of this wonderful new man- 
sion and he anxious to show 1ier its 
many points of excellence

brief years of life with Jefierson. 'His 
devotion was Ideal. They walked and 
talked- /.together 
In 
the 
beautiful 


grounds when evening'tame, and dur- 
ing the day she spent long hours with 
him in the library, where he told her 
of many of his dreams and aspirations. 
Several children came to bless them 
the girls all lovely like/their mother and 
all but one doomed to an early death. 
The Revolution was a stormy time, for 
tho British saw in the author of thn 
declaration an enemy whose head was 
worth having. When the trailer Arnold 
at the head of his British troops ap- 
proached Richmond intent on captur- 
ing Governor Jefferson a detachment 
of soldiers under the notorious Tarlc- 


ton was sent to take possession of 
Jilonticcllo, and Mrs. 
Jefferson' fled 


with her young children 4o the homo 
of Colonel Coles, fourteen miles away. 
The place was looted of all Its valu- 
ables—one of Jefferson's fads was fine 
horses—and 
thousands 
of 
dollars' 


worth of grain and tobacco and many 
negro slaves were carried off. Prob- 
ably more would have been lost but for 
the devotion of the servants, who man- 
aged to hide many articles of value In 
the house. Indeed it Is said that the 
faithful house servant Caesar volun- 
tarily remained for eighteen hours un- 
der the porch, where he had been bury- 
ing the silver on the approach of tho 


I soldiers, rather than come out 
and 


arouse suspicion as to Its hiding- place- 


No doubt the anxieties of tho Revo- 


lutionary period weakened a naturally 
delicate constitution, for In 17S2, when 
her last child was born, Mrs. Jeffer- 
son's health gave way and she never 
rallied. She died on Sept 6, and her 
nine-year-old 
daughter 
Martha, 
a 


child 
who 
inherited 
her 
mother's 


talent, became her fathers companion 
and comforter. Marie, then aged three 
or 
four, was 
remarkable 
for 
her 


beauty. Lucy Elliabeth. the youngest, 
only two years old, died In 1784. 'with 
the close of the war for independence 
his country had need of Jefferson. 
He 


went to Franco as minister from the 
new republic, and there his daughters 


were, educated. 
When Adams suc- 


ceeded Washington as president, Jef- 
ferson was chosen vice president, and 
at the close of Adams' administration 
h« was elected president and spent 
eight years in !h>; White House. His 
daughter Martha had married Thomas 
Mann Randolph. Jr., her father's ward, 
and lived on his estate not far from 
Montlcello. while Marie, who was tha 
wife of her cousin, John W. Eppes, oc- 
cupied the homestead.

Though many a sprightly widow and 


many a lovely belle *~i her cap for th» 
distinguished widower In the White 
House, he never gave a. thought to any 
of them, though often he had need of 
woman's help in the executive mansion 
when his daughters, Mrs. Epp«s and 
Mrs. Randolph, were unable to be with 
him. In 1SOI Mrs. Kppes.whose constitu- 
tion was as frail as that of her mother, 
passed away, and Montlcello was again 
without a mistress. When in 1809 her 
father closed his presidential career ' 


j and returned gladly to his books and 


j the memories of his beloved dead Mrs. 
i Randolph and her family joined tha 


lonely old man in the mansion on.tha 
hill, and there, 
surrounded by 
hla 


grandchildren and friends, he spent his 
iast years studying and writing and 
| entertaining 
most 
hospitably 
tha 


guests who nocked from-aU parts of - 


j the country to see him. In his casa 
j hospitality proved to b<- his 
financial 


j ruin, for he kept open house at Monti- • 


cello 
and 
entertained 
friend 
and 


stranger alike. 
Such lavishness mada 


Inroads on a fortune never very am- 
ple. 
A friend whose note he had'In- 


dorsed failed to pay it, so he was forc- 
ed to make good. 
Then at last what 


was to be expected happened, and h» 
found 
himself 
practically bankrupt 


Ha was In debt, knew that he could 
not live many years longer, and his 
daughter. Mrs. Randolph, was poorly 
provided for. 
In order to escape his 


difficulties he proposed to sell Monti- 
cello by means of a lottery since to pay, • 
what it had cost him was beyond tha 
means of most purchasers. 
He had 


imported workmen'from Italy to cut 
the stone since there were then nono 
In America who could do such work. 
and the satlnwood and rosewood Inlaid 
floors were so care-fully constructed 
that they are today even more beau- 
tiful than when first laid. 
Congress 


frowned on this idea of an ex-president 
selling his home In such a manner and 
agreed to buy his library, but It gave 
him only 52-1.000. which was half what 
it had cost. 
Before Monticello could 


be sold its owner died and was laid to 
rest in the simple family burying 
ground which still may be seen upon 
the estate and in which repose his 
wife and many members of his family 
After his death the estate passed Out 
of the hands of the Jpffersons, arid it is 
fortunate that It is today in the hands 
of one who honors the memory of its 
builder.Far-Untie 3rstance"as~onT 
stands at Montlcello may be seen th« 
dome of the University of'Virginia, 
which this versatile genius founded 
and whose buildings he also designed 
Much as the present owner of the 
home of Jefferson prizes It. he might - 
possibly bo induced to part with it If 
the estate was to be- kept as a public 
memorial like Mount Vernon. 
Better 


than the waste of money on Fourth of 
July fireworks and display would toe tfce 
raising of a fund to secure the homa 
of tha author of the Declaration "of In- . 
dependence and provide for its preser- 
vation as an Inspiration for corning ' 
generations. For the Daughters of th« 
Revolution to Join . hands with th» 
Sons of the Revolution in perpetuating 
the memory of Martha Skelton- Jeffer- 
son and her husband would be a patrii 
otic work welt worthy of puWie sup- 
port and encouragement.
